1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the switch domes device for operating functions 
in electronic equipment, the device comprising the plurality of switch domes mounted in a 
circular pattern on the support structure and an AND circuit, wherein outputs of adjacent switch 
domes are connected to inputs of the AND circuit and the switch dome device is responsive to 
only two adjacent ones of the plurality of switch domes actuated at a time for operating a 
function.
